Paris, Sept. 29.—The following in- 


formation 
from 
a 
reliable Madrid 


source confirms in several particulars 
the statements seiit from time to timo 
by well-informed Madrid correspond- 
ents. The general public in Spain and 
the leaders in public opinion as well 
have abandoned any expectation they 
may have had of securing much coin- 
fort from the peace commission. Un- 
less Spain can have full control it is 
generally 'believed it would be better 
to wholly abandon the Philippines. 


The government instruction to the 


Spanish peace commissioners is to ar- 
range for the assumption by Cuba of 
the Cuban debt up to the moment of 
the outbreak of the war between the 
United States and Spain. If they can- 
not obtain this they are to ask that the 
debt be assumed up to the time of the 
outbreak of the insurrection in 1S95. 


As to the Philippines, the instruc- 


tions are to sustain the Spanish rights 
to the whole archipelago, even includ- 
ing Manila. If this should prove im- 
possible they are to preserve all they 
can. 
If the United States should keep 


the island of Luzon as well as Manila 
the Spanish commissioners must press 
for the assumption of the guaranteed 
debt. 


In her extremity Spain may turn to 


Europe and ask for support in favor of 
international arbitration on disputed 
questions.

Claims for Money Paid to Volunteers 
Before Mustering Into the Army Shall 
lie Honored. 


Washington, Sept. 29.—A 
decision 


rendered by Assistant Comptroller of 
the Treasury Mitchell on a question 
raised by the auditor for the war de- 
partment will materially expedite the 
payment of claims submitted by states 
for reimbursement for expenses 
in- 


curred in equipping and otherwise pre- 
paring the volunteer army for the war 
with Spain. 
The 
decision 
in sub- 


stance is that states are entitled to 
reimbursement for expenses incurred 
from the date the national guard re- 
sponded to the call for volunteers un- 
til they were mustered, in and became 
a part of the forces of the federal gov- 
ernment. 
Several states paid the vol- 


unteers recruited within their borders 
if they had been mustered into 
the 


volunteer array, but the officials 
of 


most of these states presented no claim 
for reimbursement, as the pay w.ls in- 
tended as a contribution to increase 
the happiness and comfort of the boys. 


The decision holds that those states 


filing claims are entitled to reimburse- 
ment for such payments. 
In ail such 


cases where the troops were paid by 
the state and federal governments 
a 


claim from *he states for reimburse- 
ment will have the eeffct of depriving 
the soldiers of an equal sum of money. 
If the soldiers did not receive 
pay 


from the government for the period 
covered by the claim of the state the 
reimbursement will have 
no 
effect 


upon his finances, but where he did he 
will lose on the mustering out all 
that he gained in the way of extra 
'wages on mustering in.
